Doctor praises

players from the adult match she 
rushed to help and used first aid 
skills she had learned as a junior 
doctor on Lewis, who was dragged 
out in a very bad way. 

The 44-year-old, a pathologist at 
Dorset Hospital, said: “I gently took 
his head in my hands as we laid 
him on the ground and put him in 
the recovery position. I kept calling 
his name and telling him to swal¬ 
low as he had a blockage. He even¬ 
tually did and I was able to open his 


mouth and help him to breathe. 

“He was the real hero, he did ev¬ 
erything to give himself the best 
possible chance.” 

The boys were taken to St 
George’s hospital for treatment. It 
was feared that Lewis and George 
had suffered serious injuries, but 
on Tuesday they were both well 
enough to pose with their club 
coach, former England and Surrey 
cricketer, Alex Tudor. 

Mr Tudor said: “It’s great to see 
the lads up and about. We were all 
really worried about them but it 
looks like they are making a 


great recovery. 

“I’ve had so many messages of 
support from clubs and players 
around the world and I wanted to 
pass them on to the boys.” 

Aidan was discharged the previ¬ 
ous day after treatment for leg 
injuries. 

Dr Miller has kept in contact with 
Lewis’s family over his progress 
and was hoping to visit him in 
hospital. 

She urged people to take a first 
aid course so they knew what to do 
if they were confronted by a life- 
threatening situation.

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End of an era for training yard

A historic horse training yard 
whose most famous stallion is the 
ancestor of almost all modern 
racehorses is under threat after the 
council won a legal battle to evict 
its trainer. 

Downs House has been used to 
train horses for hundreds of years 
and has trained three Derby 
winners, Young Eclipse, Sergeant 
and Amato. 

In the 1700s it was the home of 
Eclipse, who sired 344 winners, and 
it is estimated he is the ancestor 
of up to 95 per cent of today’s 
bloodstock. 

Philip Mitchell, who has been 
training horses at the premises on 
the Downs for 38 years, has been 
given until July 20 to get out, after 
losing a protracted battle with 
Epsom and Ewell Council at 
Guildford County Court on June 11. 

The council, which owns the 
Grade Il-listed property, decided 
not to renew Mr Mitchell’s lease 
when it expired in 2007 - since 
which time he has been unable to 
obtain a licence to continue 
training. 

There were rumours the council 
wanted to develop it as a confer¬ 
ence and banqueting venue, but 


this week it refused to say what it 
wanted to do with it, except it 
would be “examining all options to 
ensure maximum return for the 
council taxpayer”. 

Mr Mitchell, who succeeded his 
father as trainer at the house after 
a career as a champion amateur 
jockey, said he is worried Epsom 


will lose a living piece of history if 
the council decides to turn the 
building into privately-rented 
accommodation. 

The 64-year-old said: “Downs 
House was the first training yard in 
the country and in the 1700s it was 
home to Eclipse from whom hun¬ 
dreds of winners are descended. 


’’Yards have just disappeared in 
Epsom as it is a desirable place to 
live and prices are soaring. So any 
land which can be built-up is being 
seen as the way forward by the 
council. 

“It’s a really sad situation.” 

A council spokesman, who con¬ 
firmed it was the only horse train¬ 
ing yard the council owns, said: 
“While we are sympathetic to the 
difficulties faced by the defendants, 
the action has not been taken lightly. 

“However, we also owe a duty 
to the wider interests of the 
borough’s council taxpayers. 

“We are satisfied with the court’s 
decision so far and hope the matter 
can be brought to a close as soon as 
possible.” 

Mr Mitchell, who said he would 
return to training once he finds an¬ 
other base, has been earning a liv¬ 
ing through his Cobham-based 
horse transport business for the 
past five years but said it had been 
a “horrendous time, full of stress 
and strain”. 

Caroline Baldock, chairwoman of 
the Epsom Equestrian Conserva¬ 
tion Group, said: “We are all really 
worried. 

“Downs House is a historically 
important establishment which 
was home to Eclipse. I feel there 
has been a miscarriage of justice.”

Council rejects 
floodlights plan 

Plans to install 14m floodlights 
around a school’s playing field have 
been thrown out to the delight of 
neighbours. 

Rosebery School, in Whitehorse 
Drive, Epsom, submitted an applica¬ 
tion to the council in April asking 
for permission to allow community 
use of its all-weather pitch until 
9.30pm on Mondays to Saturdays 
and on Sundays until 6pm. 

The move alarmed residents living 
in the nearby conservation area who 
contacted ward councillor Liz Frost 
to express their concerns about the 
increased traffic, parking problems, 
noise, light spillage and the negative 
visual impact the floodlights would 
have. 

At a meeting last Thursday, June 
14, the council’s planning committee 
rejected the application due to the 
noise levels that would be generated 
and the visual impact and light lev¬ 
els from the proposed floodlights. 

Ladan French, 59, of Wheelers 
Lane, whose house is next to the 
school, said: “I am over the moon 
that the hard work of the residents 
of Wheelers Lane, Whitehorse Drive, 
Dalmeny Way and Ebbisham Road 
has paid off. 

“The victory shows that if the com¬ 
munity gets together we can achieve 
what is needed.” 

Councillor Frost said: “There is a 
need for more sports facilities in 
Epsom and Ewell for residents, but 
these should be provided in suitable 
locations where they will not cause 
an unreasonable disturbance to 
residents.”

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‘Sexual predator of worst 
kind’ is jailed for 12 years

A serial rapist with a “pen¬ 
chant for young girls” who 
preyed on his school pupils 
has been jailed 12 years. 

Father of three Keith Ogun- 
sola, from Banstead, raped 
one of his pupils when she 
was 14 and then again when 
she was 17 while she was try¬ 
ing to get over her trauma. 

Judge Jeff Blackett told the 
former teacher: “You are a 
sexual predator of the worst 
kind. You took a girl’s inno¬ 
cence for your own perverted 
lust.” 

At Ogunsola’s sentencing at 
Croydon Crown Court on 
Friday, June 15, the victim’s

family wept as her statement 
was read out. 

She said: “My teenage years 
were stolen from me by a man 


who was my teacher. He took 
my innocence.” 

The victim, who cannot be 
named, said she now felt 
uneasy being alone in the 
presence of men. 

Ogunsola, who taught in 
Sutton between 1998 and 2001, 
avoided jail in 2009 after being 
convicted of kissing one of his 
pupils in Ilford, Essex. 

During that trial at Snares- 
brook Crown Court he was 
cleared of indecent assault 
and attempted indecent as¬ 
sault at the same school. 

The court heard during 
the 47-year-old’s trial last 
month how in 2001 he lured a 
student to the former Aero¬ 
drome Hotel, in Purley Way, 
Croydon, on the pretext of 


giving her science tuition. 

He took her virginity by rap¬ 
ing her, then manipulated 
her into only trusting him 
as they began a three-year 
relationship. 

Judge Blackett said at the 
sentencing: “The effect you 
have had on her is devastating 
and by your plea of not guilty 
you have made her relive the 
ordeal again.” 

In sentencing him the judge 
said: “What concerns me still 
about you is how you can still 
deny the offences.” 

Ogunsola was found guilty 
of two counts of rape, one 
count of indecent assault and 
two of engaging in sexual ac¬ 
tivity while in a position of 
trust.

Olympic fear 
over animals

The lives of up to 100 wild ani¬ 
mals will be put at risk if a 
wildlife centre’s road is 
blocked during the Olympics, 
its founder has claimed. 

On the weekend of the 
Olympic cycle road races on 
July 28 and 29 Randalls Road 
in Leatherhead, home to 
Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(Waf), will be closed to traffic. 

Despite several meetings 
with Surrey County Council’s 
(SCC) Olympics co-ordinators 
and despite promises of help, 
no contingency plan has been 
put forward to allow access to 
the centre according to its 
frustrated founder, Simon 
Cowell. 

He warned the 45 to 55 sick 
or injured animals it treated a 
day would be under threat un¬ 
less access arrangements are 
worked out in the next few 
weeks. 

Mr Cowell said he contacted 
the council about the issue 
last year in the run up to the 
Surrey cycle classic race - a 
precursor to the Olympic 
race. 

He said in that case, SCC 
gave the centre a vehicle pass, 
but it still faced three-hour de¬ 
lays and two animals died. 


He said: “We have had con¬ 
stant assurances every effort 
would be made to enable WAF 
to maintain its service as nor¬ 
mal over the weekend, but de¬ 
spite SCC’s promise last 
month of immediate action 
absolutely nothing has hap¬ 
pened. I am furious with SCC 
for stringing us along. 

“A large number of animals 
will absolutely be in danger of 
dying unless there is some 
sort of negotiation. 

“We cannot shut the centre 
because our volunteers need 
to get into the building to feed 
the animals already in our 
care and they will probably 
have to come in early, at 6am, 
during that weekend.” 

But the SCC spokesman said 
it was surprised at WAF’s 
comments. 

He said: “It’s a complex task, 
but we’re finalising plans that 
will allow the volunteers to 
get to the animal hospital via 
a neighbouring business. 

“We also have detailed plans 
in place to enable the chari¬ 
ty’s ambulances to access the 
race route in the event of an 
emergency. 

“Hosting the Olympic events 
is a big job and we’re helping 
to provide access for many or¬ 
ganisations that care for the 
vulnerable.”

A dyslexic man whose experi¬ 
ences of failure at school 
prompted him to set up a sup¬ 
port network for people with 
severe learning disabilities 
has been made an MBE. 

Tom Rhind-Tutt, 85, will be 
decorated by the Queen this 
autumn for his work at the 
Sunnybank Trust in Epsom. 

The trust, which aims to en¬ 
rich the lives of the learning 
disabled community in the 
area, was founded by Mr 
Rhind-Tutt 25 years ago after 
he battled dyslexia as a child. 

He said: “I was dismissed 
from school in 1939 for being a 
poor pupil and, aged 20,1 had 
just fallen by the wayside. 

“Fortunately, I got a job and 
started to understand what 
dyslexia is and, with the help 
of my wife Marjorie, I over¬ 
came the difficulties I faced 
early on. 

“Through Sunnybank, I 
have been able to contribute 
something positive so that life 
is worthwhile. 

“It is a personal achieve¬ 
ment of having started with 
failure, coming through it and 
bringing others with me.” 

The trust has 170 volunteers 
who work across Epsom, sup¬ 
porting 300 people. 

It provides a weekly social 
club with activities including 


dancing, music and handi¬ 
crafts. The trust also runs a 
friends’ scheme, through 
which volunteers provide 
companionship to individuals 
at their care homes. 


Its advocacy service involves 
volunteers providing one-to- 
one support and representing 
the best interests of the learn¬ 
ing disabled to local authorities 
on questions over their care. 


Mr Rhind-Tutt, a grandfa¬ 
ther of three, said: “While 
people with learning disabili¬ 
ties do quite well in terms of 
accommodation, they lack af¬ 
fection, friendship and tender 
loving care. 

“These people have a men¬ 
tal age of three, their reason¬ 
ing powers are very limited 
and, in some cases, they have 
to have total care. 

“Some are able to go round 
the shops and, if they receive 
continuous support, they can 
do more things for them¬ 
selves. But very often in the 
past these people have been 
left on their own in a home. 

“I do this for the happy 
smiles on the patients’ faces. 

“Some of them don’t smile 
for a long, long time and then 
one day they do and it means 
a lot to us. 

“I am overwhelmed because 
I don’t feel I deserve the hon¬ 
our, but I am glad because it 
recognises all those volun¬ 
teers who work so hard and it 
enables us to talk about the 
need for greater support for 
learning disabled men and 
women.”

MATHARU examines the harsh realities for families who have nowhere else to go 



Nowhere to call home 


Left at ‘her wit’s end’ 


Sarah Mitigate contacted the 
Epsom Guardian after the 
council said her family of 
five would have to move out 
of the borough and into a 
B&B in Croydon. 

The 27-year-old, who suf¬ 
fers with severe post-natal 
depression and whose moth¬ 
er died in April, said she was 
“at my wit’s end” after being 
told the family would be 
evicted from their privately- 
rented flat in January. 

The council had paid the 
deposit on the temporary 
flat, in Ewell Village, in 2008, 
but when their landlord de¬ 
cided to move abroad, the 
family was told they would 


have to move to Croydon. 

The family are still living 
in the borough, in another 
flat with a council-paid 
deposit, but said they are 
struggling. 

The mother of three said: 
“It would have been danger¬ 
ous not to have the support 
around me. 

“We are still in the bor¬ 
ough, but paying an extra 
£500 a month to stay here 
compared to the rent we 
were paying before. 

“But we have no choice. We 
have to keep our children in 
their schools and I need the 
support network I have 
here.” 


Kicked out on the street 


Michael Barrett, 27, and his 
partner Hannah Fleming, 21, 
moved into a B&B in 
Brighton Road, Horley, in

December last year, after 
finding themselves homeless 
in Epsom. 

But Mr Barrett, who takes 
medication for depression, 
said the couple, who were ex¬ 
pecting a baby at the time 
they moved in, will soon find 
themselves back on the 
streets after the council told 
them, on June 11, that they 
must leave the accommoda¬ 
tion within 28 days. 

He said: “Everything has 
been fine in the B&B, but 
then my girlfriend miscar¬ 
ried our baby and we have 
been told that we are not now 
a priority case. There might 
not be enough accommoda¬ 
tion but they should not just 
kick us out on the street.” 


The chronic lack of social hous¬ 
ing in Epsom and Ewell is a 
major worry for its homeless 
families, many of whom are 
forced to accept temporary 
housing elsewhere. 

Figures released by the charity 
Shelter last week showed the 
number of homeless households 
in emergency bed and 
breakfast (B&B) accommodation 
nationally is at its highest for al¬ 
most a decade. 

A council spokesman said there 
is not enough social housing in the 
borough and B&Bs are used as a 
last resort. The homeless are 
moved to areas such as Croydon 
because few B&Bs or hotels within 
the borough are willing to take 
homeless households. 

He said the council appreciated 
moving out of the borough causes 
difficulties and aims to “prioritise

anyone with special support 
needs”. To assist households with 
mental health and support needs 
it operates a special needs housing 
and support register, takes refer¬ 
rals from social workers and has a 
rent deposit scheme. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chair¬ 
man of the strategy and resources 
committee, said social housing is a 


“top priority”. 

He said: “Sending households 
out of the borough is unsettling, 
especially for children. 

“We don’t want to do it, but have 
no choice. 

“We have a policy in place which 
stipulates that, given the opportu¬ 
nity to develop anything we own, 
we will use it for social housing. 

“Four houses at the back of the 
High Street are being put back into 
use, there is the station develop¬ 
ment and also development in 
Ruxley Lane. 

“Things are coming through, but 
they will be here in the next one to 
two years, not tomorrow.” 

The council said enquiries are 
made as to whether a household is 
considered to be a priority and, 
even if they are considered not to 
be, it has a duty to provide advice 
and assistance.

Thames Water customers saving 
100 million litres of water every day 


Come rain or shine, water is precious 


I n the recent hot weather, people living 
in London and the Thames Valley are 
using 100 million litres less water per 
day - a four per cent reduction in overall 
water use across the region for the time 
of year. 

This is a result of people not using their 
hosepipes to water lawns, fill pools and clean 
cars, as well as taking extra steps to use less 
water in the home. 

Richard Aylard, Thames Water’s 
Sustainability Director, said: “Our customers 
are making a real difference and of course we 
are very grateful. It’s when it’s sunny that we 
can really see the impact of the hosepipe ban 
and overall careful use of water, as this is when 
we would normally expect to see water use at 
its peak. The saving of 100 million litres a day 
is really important, as is the 60 million litres 
a day that we are saving by getting leakage 
to its lowest level ever. 160 million litres of 
water every day is a very significant saving 
on the amount of water we need to take from 
the environment every day. It is making a real 
difference in ensuring we have enough water 
to see us through the summer and autumn.” 

Although the hosepipe ban, which came 
into effect at the start of April remains in 
force for much of the South East following 
the driest two years ever recorded, Britain’s 
topsy-turvy weather has helped ease the 
water shortage. 

Within 24 hours of the restrictions 
coming into force in April, the heavens 


opened and stayed open for six weeks, 
delivering 262% of average rainfall in the 
Thames region, followed up by frequent 
showers in May. 

Mr Aylard added: “After such a long 
dry period the record spring rain has really 
helped, improving the situation on the surface 
of the ground, including boosting river levels 
in the short term. 

“However, the levels in many of 
the natural underground reservoirs, 
which provide the majority of water in 
rivers and keep them flowing during dry 
summer months, are still very low and are 
unlikely to recover until there is sustained 
winter rainfall. 

“Taking everything into account, 
we need more time to be sure that we will 
have enough water to get us through the 
summer and autumn. But we will lift the ban 
just as soon as it is responsible to do so and 
will update our customers towards the end 
of June. 

“In the meantime we encourage everyone 
to continue to save water where they can 
- it does make a real difference.” 

Securing supplies 

River levels are normal for the time of 
year and reservoirs remain full. However, 
water levels below ground are unlikely to 
recover until next winter - and only if enough 
rain falls. Winter is the most important time 
for replenishing supplies as the ground stays

wet. In the summer, once the ground has 
dried out, water can’t seep through and much 
of it evaporates or gets used by plants. 

Thames Water continues to boost 
supplies. Jerry White, Thames Water’s head 
of water production, said: “Of course it’s not 
just our customers who need to help reduce 
water use, we know there is still a lot of work 
for us to do to reduce leakage to an acceptable 
level. This is our number one priority - since 
it’s peak in 2004, we’ve cut leaks by more 


than 300 million litres a day to it’s lowest 
ever level. We’re doing this work as quickly 
as we can while minimising disruption and 
costs for customers. 

“We’ve also built back-up systems, 
including our new desalination plant in east 
London, and a large groundwater reserve 
in north London. Each can provide enough 
additional water to supply the daily needs of 
around one million people per day.”

Ms Johnson said the market, 
parking, charity shops and at- 
tracing more businesses are all 
issues the group should address. 

Residents’ association Council¬ 
lor Neil Dallen, chairman of the 
strategy and resources commit¬ 
tee, welcomed the group and said 
listening to residents is “what the 
council is for”. 

He said: “In principle, it sounds 
like a good idea.

A memorial garden to commem¬ 
orate babies who die during 
pregnancy, at birth or within the 
first weeks of their lives has 
been unveiled. 

The Sands Butterfly Garden, 
situated in Epsom cemetery in

The £43,000 garden, the first of 
its kind in the borough, is a part¬ 
nership between the Surrey 
Sands charity, which supports be¬ 
reaved parents, and the council, 
which donated the land.

On May 29, the Ashtead Resi¬ 
dents’ Association (ARA) 
lodged a short submission with 
Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) fundamentally sup¬ 
porting (subject to suggested 
conditions) Tesco’s current 
planning application for a 
large supermarket in Ashtead 
village. 

This submission also pro¬ 
posed significant changes to 
the current car parking ar¬ 
rangements in the APMH and 
Grove Road car parks in an at¬ 
tempt to solve the serious park¬ 
ing problems which the 
proposed store will inevitably 
cause. 

In so doing, the ARA has 


ignored the views of: 

□ The 750-plus Ashtead resi¬ 
dents - 97 per cent opposed to 
Tesco’s application - who have 
themselves taken the trouble 
to write to MVDC; 

□ The 2,252 Ashtead residents 
who responded to the ARA’s 
own survey and who, almost 
unanimously (96 per cent), 
“Consider that Grove Road 
should continue to be available 
for short-term parking” and 
(91 per cent), “Consider that 
long-stay parking needs should 
continue to be provided in the 
APMH car park’; 

□ The 78 per cent of the 2,252 
Ashtead residents who re¬ 
sponded to the Ara’s own 


survey stating that any new re¬ 
tail development should be re¬ 
stricted to a small convenience 
store. 

On what is undeniably by far 
the most important planning 
issue facing Ashtead for many 
years, it is extraordinary that, 
unlike submissions from other 
interested groups, the ARA’s 
short submission lacks any de¬ 
tailed analysis to support its 
position and the proposals on 
parking that it makes. 

It also fails to address, in any 
meaningful way, the major 
concerns arising from Tesco’s 
application, consistently ex¬ 
pressed by Ashtead residents, 
including the traffic, parking, 


delivery vehicles, loss of local 
food shops, impact on the 
APMH and destruction of 
Ashtead’s village atmosphere. 

Conditions suggested by the 
ARA to ameliorate some of 
these issues, even if imposed 
by MVDC, could in future be 
removed through further plan¬ 
ning applications from Tesco 
and would therefore provide 
no guarantee of protection. 

I know I am not the only 
Ashtead resident (and ARA 
member) who is currently 
wondering just who does the 
ARA represent?

Beware station’s money-hungry Oyster card reader 


Beware. The Oyster card 
reader at Worcester Park 
station is highly faulty - it 
does not check out correctly 
and, if used for train jour¬ 
neys, may charge you the 
maximum daily fare. 

Oyster are refusing to take 
responsibility for the faulty 


card reader and, according 
to Aliu at Oyster, cannot 
provide information about 
who owns or is responsible 
for it. 

There are also strange pe¬ 
culiarities surrounding the 
Oyster card system, in that 
Oyster cards store a 


complete journey history 
stretching back at least four 
months, (which may be 
viewed at underground sta¬ 
tions, but not printed out), 
yet the computer systems at 
Oyster only show journeys 
made in the past eight 
weeks. 


Oyster claim they do not 
have access to live data, so if 
you contact them about 
being overcharged, you 
must wait 24 hours before 
phoning to claim back the 
money they have taken from 
your card. Oyster refuses to 
refund journeys for which 


they have overcharged if 
they fall outside this eight- 
week period. 

Interestingly, Oyster made 
about £55m in profit last 
year.

Transport for London (TfL) 
offers free bus and tram travel 
for children, subject to very 
reasonable conditions of be¬ 
haviour and identification. 

The fare on the 418 is £1.35 
with an Oyster card, so par¬

£13.50 a week per child. 

Those who live outside the 
Greater London Authority 
area, as do the Massey family, 
gain this cash benefit without 
making any contribution to 
the funding authorities (Lon¬ 
don boroughs) by way of 
council tax. A “nice little 
earner” one might call it. 

A few hours weeding or 
clearing litter is a very simple 
way to teach the child how to 
behave, and scarcely war¬ 
rants being called a “punish¬ 
ment”.

Desire to own a home 
remains strong as ever 

But more affordable homes needed to fulfil the dream 



Eighty one per cent of British 
adults hope to be home own¬ 
ers in ten years' time, and 74 
per cent aspire to it within 
two years, according to a new 
research article published by 
the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML). 

The article, by CML Chief 
Economist, Bob Pannell, is

based on the results of a sur¬ 
vey undertaken by YouGov. 
The survey includes ques¬ 
tions that have been repeated 
consistently since the mid- 
1970s, enabling comparisons 
with earlier periods to be 


drawn. 

It shows that the desire for 
home ownership has fallen 
back a little in recent years, 
but still remains strongly en¬ 
trenched across all age 
groups. 

Aspirations are much high¬ 
er than current home owner¬ 
ship levels among those aged 


under 35, but it is far from 
clear whether and how people 
will achieve their home own¬ 
ership goal. Notably, most of 
those who are renting private¬ 
ly or sharing with family or 
friends are under 35, and 
more than half of these (54 
per cent) would like to become 
home owners over the short 
term. However, only 
one-third of those 
who hope to be home 
owners in two years' 
time actually expect 
it to happen. 

Mr Pannell said: 
“The results clearly 
show that the British 
love affair with 
home ownership is 
far from over, but 
achieving the home 
ownership dream 
has become more 
difficult for people, 
and is likely to re¬ 
main so, especially 
for the young. 

“We need to ensure 
that good quality 
housing is available 
in a variety of differ¬ 


ent tenures, and that the 
growing private rented sector 
represents an attractive 
choice for those who do not 
want, or cannot attain, home 
ownership. However, we also 
need to recognise that for the 
overwhelming majority of 
people, home ownership is 
still the ultimate goal.” 

Jason Tebb, regional man¬ 
aging director for Your Move, 
which has offices in Kingston 
and Sutton says more afford¬ 
able homes need to be built if 
Britain is not going to be 
turned into a nation of 
renters. 

He said: “Affordability con¬ 
tinues to be one of the main 
obstacles to house purchase 
with many unable to raise the 
high deposits required and 
many fearing the impact the 
eurozone crisis may have on 
their long term financial se¬ 
curity. 

“It's understandable, there¬ 
fore, that many see renting as 
the only alternative to home 
ownership but, as tenant de¬ 
mand rises, so too could rents 
in the longer term. The need 


for more affordable homes to 
be built - to satisfy both buyer 
demand and landlord demand 
- is therefore of increasing im¬ 
portance.” 

And Wendy Evans-Scott, 
president of the National As¬ 
sociation of Estate agents said 
more needs to be done to 
boost the property market. 

“Despite sales figures re¬ 
maining stable, there is little 
sign of green shoots of 
growth in the levels of proper¬ 
ty supply and demand,” she 
said. 

“Growth is being held back 
by continued restrictive lend¬ 
ing policies from the major 
banks and lack of an adequate 
mechanism to support the 
first time buyer market, a sit¬ 
uation which will only get 
worse if mortgage rates rise 
as predicted. 

“Supply remains a huge 
issue, with the latest Govern¬ 
ment figures showing fewer 
homes are being built. We 
support recent industry calls 
from groups like the National 
Housing Federation and Shel¬ 
ter for more housebuilding.”

Drivers are becoming more polite 


Fixed penalties 
proposed for 
careless drivers 


British motorists are 
becoming more patient 
and polite, according to a 
survey. 

Far from the image of a 
nation of road-rage drivers, 
more than a third (34 per 
cent) of those polled said 
they smiled at other 
motorists when pushing in a 
queue or jumping lanes, 
while 20 per cent use a 
friendly wave. 

Only three per cent 
admitted to losing their 
temper and swearing, with 
motorists aged 45 to 54 the 
worst offenders. 

More women than men are 
prepared to use their charms 
by smiling at other drivers 
but motorists aged over 55 
are the least smiley of any 
age group. 

The survey was carried out 
by Opinion Matters for car 
supermarket Carcraft. 


And we’re more patient in queues, says survey 


The poll also revealed that 
60 per cent of motorists are 
happy to sit in queuing traffic 
until it moves, with 25 per 
cent prepared to seek an 
alternative route. 

Only a small minority said 
they pushed in where they 
could or jumped from lane-to- 
lane. 

Julia Dallimore, from 
Carcraft, said: “It appears 
drivers are getting less 
wound up when they're on 
the road. 

“They’re becoming more 
patient and courteous, and 
instead of using their horns, 
swearing or cutting in front 
of other drivers they're 
opting to use a smile or a 
wave instead. 

“Britain is definitely 
driving happier.” 



Careless drivers will be 
targeted under new 
proposals announced for 
consultation by Road 
Safety Minister Mike 
Penning. 

The proposals would 
make fixed penalty notices 
available for careless driving, 
giving the police greater 
flexibility in dealing with 
less serious careless driving 
offences and freeing them 
from resource intensive 
enforcement processes. 

The fixed penalty will also 
enable the police to offer 
educational training as an 
alternative to endorsement. 

Drivers would still be able 
to appeal any decision in 
court. 

The consultation will close 
on September 5 2012.
